A PIPE BURSTS 


And Engineer Ramsey Was Scalded 
to Death. Ps 
Knoxville, Tenn., December 30.—(Special.) 
While bringing in on a trial trip an en- 
gine on the Southern road last night about 
9 o’clock, an arch pipe burst and John 
Ramsey, one of the oldest railroad engi- 
neers in the south, was badly burned. He 
reached here on a delayed train at 3 o’clock 
this morning. At first his injuries were 
not deemed necessarily fatal, but a short 
time after the wounds were dressed he 
began to sink, and died this afternoon be- 
tween 12 and 1 o’clock. The deceased was 
a member of fraternal and secret organi- ¥ 
gations. and was very popular. He had 
been running on this road for twenty-two 
years straight, during which time he had 
not one important accident. The arch pipe 
is a pipe that covers the front of the fire- 
box and through it water runs to prevent 
its being burnt out. Over half of the de- 
ceased’s body was scalded so that the skin 
peeled off. |

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RESCUED BY THE FIRE FIGHTERS 
Some Are Taken from Roofs Ad 
joining the Hotel. 


A CHATTANOOGA CHURCH DESTROYED 
The First Baptist Building, One.of the 


Finest inthe South, Burned—Public 
Building in Biddeford Damaged. 


Albany, N. Y., December 30,—The De- 
laven house proper was gutted by fire to- 
night. There were 100 guests in the house. 
All escaped, although two women and one 
man, who jumped from the third story 
windows into the street on the Steuben 
street side, were badly injured. They are: 

H. F. Fokes, agent of the National Cash 
Register Company, of this city, formerly 
of Dayton, O., and his wife. 

Benjamin Heilmand and, his wife, of 
Brooklyn, who were on their wedding tour. 

Mr. Fokes was badly burned, but will 
recover. His wife was_internally injured 
and will die. 

Mr. Heilman was badly burned about the 
chest and internally injured. He will prob- 
ably die before morning. His wife is badly 
burned about the face, her nose split open 
and she was cut on the ankle. She will 
r recover. 

The injured were taken to the city hos- 
pital. 

The speakership fight was on in its in- 
tensity ténight when the cry of fire rang 
through the corridors of the Delaven house 
at 8:44 o’clock. The headquarters of the 
candidates were on the first floor over the 
lobbies, otherwise the large crowds which 
fille@the corridors and rooms would not have 
so luckily escaped. The fire started in the 
basement on the Broadway side, directly 
under the elevator shaft, and spread with 
the rapidity of lightning. No one had 
| time to save anything above thé main 
floor, and before the affrighted guests and 
politicians had emerged upon the streets 
the flames had broken through the roof. 

The elevator shaft was adjacent to the 
Broadway stairway and the flamescut off 
the egress of the guests im the northern: 
end of the hoicl, in which nearly two- 
thirds of the guests were located. Those 
who were not able to get past the elevator 
shaft so as to pass down the main stair- 
way, on Steuben street, were without hope 
of escaping for some minutes, until their 
way was directed to the servants’ stair- 
way in the north section of the structure. 

It was some time after the alarm sound- 
ed before the department respqnded. Mean- 


who were in the upper stories. 
Some Narrow Escapes. 

A. Manchester, the postmaster of the 
city, came down a rope on theaBroadway 
side from a fourth story window and 
escaped with no injury except to his hands. 

E. W. Arnold, of Rochester, also reached 
terra firma in this manner. 

Edmund Walsh, a porter, who, as soon 
as he heard the cry of fire, went through 
the house alarming the guests, found his 
escape cut off on reaching the upper 
stories. He succeeded in getting out on 
the roof of the center annex, and, with Ed- 
win Murphy, another employe, was res- 
cued with the aid of ladders. Walsh’s 
hair was singed and his hands and arms 
were baaly burned. He was taken to the 
hospital. 

A man and his wife, who were on the 
same roof, would not let each other be 
saved until the firemen carried them down 
the ladder. The man was afraid to venture 
down, and to add to this his wife did not 
want to be left alone for a minute. 

Mrs. Zeh, of Hillsdale, Columbia coun- 
ty, who only last week was removed from 
the hospital here to the hotel, was carried 
out by ex-Congressman Henry C. Bur- 
leigh, of Whitehall; Judge J. B. McLaugh- 
lin, of Port Henry, and Mr. McGonigal, 
who wrapped her in his overcoat. 

Mrs. Moore, the wife of Mr.: Moore, of 
Herty & Moore, the proprietors of the 
hotel, was sick abed and had to be carried 
out. Mrs. Fokes jumped from the third 
story window above the main fioor on 
Steuben street, striking on the roof of the 
balcony on the main floor and rolling off 
on to the sidewalk, a fall of sixty feet. 

Jumped from a Window. 
Mr. Heilman jumped from a window on 
the same floor, but jumped clear of the 
balecny, falling on a snow bank. Mrs, 
Heilman also jumped, but struck the baico- 
ny, and likewise rolled off into the street 
below. All three came down, it scemed, 
almcst together. Mrs. Heilman’s fall was 
broken semewhat by striking on the heads 
and shoulders of three men who were pass- 
ing. 
Mr. Fokes availed himself of the rope fire 
escape in his room and lowered himself 
down as far as the cornice of the window 
below his floor. From there he was rescued 
by a ladder. 
D. PR. Brockway, of New York city, was 
cut on the arm-in forcing t window of 
his room. He was rescued from the third 
story with the aid of a ladder. 
Assemblyman Keit, of Johnstown, went 
through the second and third floors notify- 
ing the guests of their danger. He helped 
twenty people to an exit and had a narrow 
escape himself. 
It was twenty minutes after the alarm 
was sounded | before water could be ob- 
tained, and the fire gained tremendous 
headway. Even when water was obtained 
the force was light. The fire, although ‘it 
Started in the basement, walked up the 
elevator shaft very rapidly and then work- 
ed down to the office floor, cémpletely gut- 
ting the main building, wHich was of brick, 
four stories high over the main floor, and 
occupied a space of about 100 feet square, | 
The annex, covering the other half of the 
block, was saved with the, exception of 
portions of the top story. The Broadway 
wall collapsed shortly after midnight;: but 
only one person, James Hennessey, of 
steamer No. 4, was injured, and he but 
slightly.

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CHATTANOOGA CHURCH BURNED. 


Was the Finest Baptist Building in 
_ the South, 
Chattanooga, Tenn., December 30,—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Shortly after the benediction was 
pronounced at the morning services of the 
First Baptist chureh today flames burst 
with a roar through the floor of the audi- 
torlum and the whole interior of the 


department found it. impossible to make 
any speed over the slippery streets. Arrived 
at the church another difficulty - presented 
itself in a lack of water from frozen pipes, 
with the net result that the church was 
finally ruined. x . 

It was the handsomest structure of any 
description in the ‘city and the finest Bap- 
tist church building in the south, costing 
about $100,000. Only $20,000 insurance was 
carried. 

The building is warmed by heated air, 
vhich is piped from. the top of the furnace 
in large pipes. These pipes pass close to 
the ceiling, which was ignited by the heat, 
else the heat melted the solder and escap- 
ing gas, which smelled very strchug, caus- 
ing the fire. The edificeAs of brown sand- 
stone and was perhaps the handsomest of 
its kind in the south. 

It was but recently completed. Six 
streams played on- the fire from different 
points, but the interior was doomed. The 
| high walls alone. were left standing, a4 
mere skeleton. Several narrow escapes 
were witnessed from flying slate and tim- 
bers. 

The church was richly finished ,in stucco 
work and rare frescoes, all of which were 
ruined. The three large square towers, 
guarding the entranees were unharmed but 
once a fireman staled seventy feet up the 
interior of a tower to extinguish a burning 
window with a.gmali line of hose from the 
chemical emg*ne. «, . 


CITY BUILDING BURNED. 


Hard Work to Save the Lives of 
Prisoners. 

Biddeford, Me., December 30.—A fire 
which started in the toilet room of the city 
building early this ..morning completely 
gutted the building down to the first story. 
The building contained two banks, the po- 
lice station, four stores, law office, court- 
room, city council chamber, municipal of- 
fices, city library, opera house and Masonic 
hall. The fire first worked its way along 
between the floors and ceilings, baffling 
, all endeavors of the firemen: to locate or 
subdue it. After hours of “hard work the 


the flames suddenly buret out through the 
ceilings of the police station and one of 
the stores, then spread throughout the 
building and not: only became wuncontrolla- 
ble, but filled the halls and corridors with 
smoke so dense as to prevent the fire- 
men from working upon it. Assistance 
/was summoned from-Saco and Portland. 

It was with considerable difficulty that 
four prisoners were rescued from the 
cells of the police station. 

The total loss is estimated at $100,000. 
The buildmg cost $50,000 over thirty years 
ago and has been greatly improved since. 
It was insured for $20,000. Many of the 
municipal court decuments were lost. The 
postoffice was completely burned out and 
some mail was destroyed. The city is in 
| total darkness tonight in consequence of the 

breaking of the electric light wires. 


Freight Warehouses Destroyed. 

River Junction, Fla., December 30.—The 
freight warehouses and offices of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville, Savannah, Florida and 
Western and Florida Central and Peninsu- 
lar railways were destroyed by fire this 
morning. The cause of the fire was a de- 
fective flue. Loss $10,000. ° 


Children Burned to Death.

to death. The parents had gone to a neigh- 
boring grocery, leaving the children at 
home. Both were burned toacrisp when 
their parents returned.

The announcement will come in the nature 
of a surprise, as lately it has been e¢on- 
fidently claimed that enough of the secu- 
rity holders of the company had consented 
to the plan to insure its success, but the 
fact that it is a failure is made from the 
authority of a gentleman who is in a po- 
sition to know what he fs talking about. 
This plan has failed through the non-assent 
of a sufficient number of the junior bond- 
holders. Tomorrow the time for assenting 
to the plan expires. It hag been decided that 
the time shail not be extended for as- 
senting to the plan and that foreclosure 
proceedings will be instituted at once and 
then,. while these proceedings are ‘pending,. 
@ new reorganization will be formulated.

THE EMPEROR DISTRIBUTED PRESENTS

Berlin, December 20.—The week began in 
fine holiday weather—clear, mild and sun- 
ny, but it closed in rain and cold. Never- 
theless, the Christmas trade was admitted 
to be good, if nét ‘the best in the last few 
years. The Christmas festival in the new 
palace iri Potsdam opened on Christmas 
eve with the customary style of gifts. 

_ Every member of the imperial family had 
an individual fir tree cut in the Potsdam 
wild park and get up into the Shell hall 
under the emperor’s personal supervision. 
The size of the trees was graduated care- 
fully according to the importanc2 and age 
of the possessors. The emperor's, as also 
the empress’, was twenty feet high, the 
crown prince’s ten féet, Etel Frederick's 
nine feet high, and so on down to the little 
princess, who had a sapling hardly above 
three feet. Late in the afternocn the fam- 
ily dined in the Apollo hall. The party 
corsisted of the Empress Frederick, George 
of Prussia, the ladies-in-waiting, the of- 
ficials of the court and the children’s tu- 
tors. All joined the imperial family in a 
hearty merry-making, unmerred by the 
court etiquette. After an hour at table, 
the party went into the city to Shell hall, 
which was ablaze with the light of the 
chandeliers and numberless tapers. The 
trees had been decorated and lighted’ un- 
der the emperur’s eyes. He had passed the 


spectecle and smiled complacently over 
the wonder which his work excited among 
his children. The little company sang the 
carol, ““Heiliche Nacht,’ and the emperor 
and empress distributed the presents which 
had been rolled in voluminous wrappings 
to stir the curiosity of the children. The 
adults had a romp with the imperial princes 
during the examination cof the bundles, 
after whicn most of them left @he palace 
for home. :

It is understcod that the 
king of Saxony gave the emperor some very 
strong advice to this effect during the re- 
cent nunt at Koenigs-Westerhausten.

OCLINGING TO WRECKS.

Suffering of People During the Gales 
in Great Britain. 

London, December 30.—The British bark 
Ozeo was wrecked in a gale at Holyhead 
early this morning and her entire crew per- 
ished. There were twenty-six men. The 
Ozeo was driven ashore back of the Holy- 
head breakwater. Her signals of distress 
were first heard by the coast guard about 
4 o'clock. At that time it was pitch dark 
and great waves were washing the break- 
water. In spite of the danger of being 
washed into the sea, the guard proceeded 
along the breakwater, and, having rigged 
up the rock apparatus, began firing life 
lines into tHe direction of the wreck. The 
faint light of the rockets soon showed that 
the vessel had broken in two amidships 
and that the main mast had fallen, crush- 
ing the lives out of several of the crew. 
A few survivors could be seen cinging to 
the wreck and their piteous cries for help 
could be heard above the roar of‘the storm. 
After many failures the coast guard suc- 
ceeded in firing a line over the wreck, but 
by that time all on board had perished. 
A lifeboat vainly tried again and again to 
approach the wreck. Not a vestige of the 
bark could be seen today and there is no 
prospect of any salvage. Several bodies 
have been washed ashore. The Ozeo was 
a bark of 1,399 tons. She arrived at Fal- 
mouth on December 15th from Taltan and 
had been ordered.to Adressen.

WHOLESALE NEGRO EXODUS TO MEXICO

{iiame Says That He Will Export One 
= Hundred Thousand WNegroes 
There This Winter. 


The redoubtable “Peg” Williams, of At- 
lanta—he of the negro exodus fame—has 
created a small sized sensation in, Texas 
and Mexico by arnouncing that he would 
export 100,000 negroes from the southern) 
states to Mexico during this winter. 

The above informafion was conveyed to 
Atianta last night in a press dispatch, 
dated at San Antonio, Tex., which also 
stated that “Peg’’ had signed a contract 
Saturday to furnish a wealthy planting 
company in Mapiamia, Mexico, 300 laborers, 
to be obtained from Georgia. 

“Peg”? Williams is one of the best katown., 
railroad men in Georgia, and he has been 
instrumental in the exportation of more 
worthy and worthless negroes from this 
state than any other half dozen men in it. 
He is known—and  intimately—by every: 
prospective darky exoduster in the borders. 
of the state, from the Blue Ridge to Liberty, | 
and to say aught against “Peg” in the 
hearing of any one of them is to lay your-" 
self liable to trouble. 

Did Peg mean what he has been telling | 
the people out in Texas? Will he really re- 
lieve the south of 100,000 members of ite - 
population within a few months, and if so 
how will he do it? Will he colonize and 
march them to the land of the greaser or 
will he send them in specials, prepaid all 
the way through? 

Peg Williams is known as a hustler, and 
when he undertakes to do a thing, he gen- 
erally succeeds. If there are 100,000 negroes 
in the south who want to go tio Mexico, 
that have the necessary cash, Peg Williams 
is the man who can carry them. He is 
resourceful and if they have the money, he 
can provide transportation for that num- 
ber and many more. 

But what do 100,000 southern negroes want 
to go to Mexico or elsewhere for now? Are 
they dissatisfied with their present condi- 
tion, and as a last resort have decided to 
emigrate to Mexico? If so, what has be- 
come of the recently much-talked-of plan 
of colonization of darkies in Africa? 

Perhaps Peg has been working upon the 
darkies until he has succeeded in changing 
the drift of sentiment from “darkest 
Africa’’ to sunny Mexico. It sounds rea- 
sonable for the reason that Mexico is near- 
er to the south than Africa, and the ne- 
groes would not have so far to go when 
they begin their return tramp. 

A great deal has been said about the 
wholesale exodus of southern darkies to 
other climes, but this scheme of Peg Wil- 
liarfs’s is the biggest on record. If accom- 
plished, schemes of emigration would be | 
revolutionized, transportation lines max- 
imumized, the southern farms demoralized 
and em darkies hypnotized.

“The direct and incidental losses of this 
freeze are fully $6,000,000 to Florida, and the 
loss occasioned by the checking of invest- 
ments in the fruit industry here is incalcu- 
lable. The only encouraging thing about it 
that I see is the good results to follow a 
decreased production of fruit. Prices ought 
to rule from 30 to 40 per cent better than 
this year.’”’ 

There is yet time for the winter truck 
farmers to make second crops, so they are 
not in such a bad shape as the orange grow- 
ers, who now look out upon two million 
boxes of oranges frozen as hard as a cannon 
ball and as worthless as weeds. 

At Calahan small ponds were frozen over 
so hard and thick that men could walk 
across them, and in every city and town 
which has a water supply system, there 
is hardly a pipe which is not frozen up 
solid. A hundred outside plumbers could 
probably find. employment in Florida for 
the next three weeks. Today there has 
been little or no wind, and the mercury 
at noon rose to above 60. At 3 o’clock this 
afternoon it had fallen again to 4, and 
the sun was obscured for the remainder of 
the day. The prediction is that‘ the tem- 
perature will not fall below freezing point 
tonight. Hundreds of men are thrown out 
of employment at the groves and the pack- 
ing houses, and much destruction and suf- 
fering must follow among them.

The Ex-President of the Irish Nation-~ 
al League Dies Near Lincoln. 

Lincoln, Neb., December 30.—John Fitz- 
gerald, ex-president of the Irish National 
League of America, died at his suburban 
home near this, city, shortly befor: 3 
o’clock this morning, He was nearly sixty- 
six years old. His illness, while of long 
standing, was not until a few days ago 
considered critical and some hopes were 
entertained of his recovery. 

John Fitzgerald seven years ago. was 
rated as a three times millionaire. Busi- 
ness reverses recently have cut down his 
fortune materially, He was a man of 
liberal ‘tendencies and contributed large 
sums to the cause of Irish independence. 
Born in County Limerick, Ireland, he came 
to America when a young man. .He drifted 
to Plattsmouth, Neb., where he laid the 
foundation for a fortune as a railroad con- 
tractor. Later he removed to Lincoln and 
has been a prominent figure here ever 
since. He was a steadfast supporter of 
Patrick Egan during the stormy period 
when that gentleman was president of the 


Irish National League and succeeded him } 


to the office. He was a devout Catholic 
and one of the mainstays of the local 
church. Five months ago, but a day or 
two before he won the suit against the 
Missouri! Pacific railroad, involving $500,000, 
Mr. Fitggerald was stricken with brain 
trouble and a complication of other dis- 
eases, from which he nevér fully rallied. 
He leaves a widow and three children. 
The funeral will occur Wednesday.

Instability of the Earth’s Crust. tie + Dunwod; 


From The St. Louis Republic. 

According to Professot John Milne the 
crust of the great globe “upon which we 
live and have our being” is in a constant 
State of agitation, weaving in and out, up 
and down, like a circus tent in a cyclone. 
There are earth movements that are be- 
ing experienced at all times and in all 
lands, but they are so slight from month 
to month and from year to year that they 
generally escape detection. 
countries of Europe, and in many of those 
of Asia (most notably Corea and Japan), 
these tiltings are so great as to be noticed 
even by the unscientific and inexperienced 
representatives of the lower castes. 
many seems to be the seat of greatest 
Werpopean earth crust agitation, 
occupying a similar position in Asia. 
the above two countries Professor Milne 
“In ‘both Germany and Japan a 
too great to be pro- 
duced by lunar attraction, has been ob- 
seryed, the ground being gently tilted once 
every twenty-four hours, and sometimes 
twice (in which case the night disturbance 
would be greatest), and in ail cases build- 
stand slightly inclined, 
like cornstalks in a gentle, steady breeze.’’ 
In short, the earth is constantly breathing, 
so to speak, the crust making. each respira- 
tion by a gentle rising and falling, similar 
to that of the chest.in air breatning -ani- 
mals. It is believed that a-certain per cent 
of this earth crust disturbance is due to 
conditions similar to those which~ bring 
‘about earthquakes. This is especially true 
as far as it regards Japan, where it has 
been traced to the continual opening and 
closing of the broken strata 
range of mountains.

Among other movements of the crust of 
our pantjng earth are the so-called ‘‘micro- 
seismic” or “tremor storms,” which. are 
as being long, 
waves, similar to those of an ocean swell. 
There may also be occasional disturbances 
in earth levels taused by earthquake waves, 
which quite frequently 
&round the world, although inappreciable 
to the senses of persons located only a 
few hundred miles from the 
radiation’’ of the seismic shock.

These carrying places are defended by 
thirty-six guns, mounted, with a small bat- 
tery. The whole is enclosed on the land 
side by ditch and rampart. its garr.son 
is 100 infantry, sixteen artillery and about 
sixty militia.’’ This was in 1819. He fur- 
ther observes that, “it (the mouth of the 
San Juan) is looked upon as the key to the 
Americas, and within possession of it and 
Realojo, on the other side of the lake, the 
Spanish colonies might be paralyzed by an 
enemy becoming master of the ports of 
both oceans.”’ 

Yes, indeed. The old Spaniards fully com- 
prehended ‘the situation. And Captain Bon- 
nycastle might have added that as early 
as the 26th of February, 1796, the port of 
San Juan de Nicaragua was established as 
a port of entry by the Spanish king, Cer- 
tainlv no one would have been more sur- 
prised than the Spaniards themselves had 
they been told that this same port of San 
Juan was part of the, sovereign domain 
of an insignificant tribe of Indian savages, 
who inhabited the coast some leagues dis- 
tant, and that, consequently, all ingress 
and egress from the great lake and all 
communication thence with the Pacific 
coast, was by the gracious permission of 
his sable majesty, the “king’’ of the Mos- 
quitos! 

In regard to this pretended ifosquito 
monarchy, set up by Great Britain within 
the territory of an American republic, ihere 
are some very ludicrous anecdotes, which 
have, somehow or other, crept into diplo- 
matic and official records. In a conversa- 
tion with the United States minister at 
London, in 1851, Lord Palmerston said, in 
speaking of the MoS8quito Indians: “They 
had what is called a king. whio, by the 
bye, was about as much a king as you or 
Il.” Nearly three vears later, that is to 
say, in January, 1853, Lord John Russell, in 
an official note, addressed to Mr. Cramp- 
ton, denounced ‘“‘the ee---"*-7 Moaenyito 
government” as ‘‘2 mere fiction,’’ and the 
“‘so-called Mosquito king’’ as a mythical 
personage, ‘‘whose title and power’ were, 
“to say the best of it, little more than 
nominal.’’

Even if these Indians had never been ac- 
tually subdued by Spain, they would have 
no title to rank as an independent State, 
and their recognition in that capacity would 
be a violation of the principle and practice 
of every European power —— has’ever ac- 
quired territory on the Amefican continent. 
Every one of those powers, England in- 
cluded, recognized the right of discovery, 
and the title of the discovering nation to 
vast areas of interior territery occupied 
by Indian tribes. The Indians were con- 
ceded a right of mere occupancy, which 
could be extinguished only by the authority 
of the nation in whose dominions they were 
found.

Nothing could illustrate more com- 
pletely the subserviency of the present 
congress than the statement made in 
the Washington dispatches that the re- 
publican and democratic members of 
both houses ure discussing with bated 
breath the declaration of the bond-fore- 
ing syndicate of Wall street that the 
combination had dissolved, although 
only about half the bonds have been 
sold, the dissolution and the failure to 
dispose of the bonds being due to the 
fact that Mr. Carlisle had suggested a 
plan of currency reform which discard- 
ed bonds as the basis of bank circula- 
tion. 

Now it is a fact worthy of note that as 
soon as the congressional agents of the 
banks and bondholders found that the 
Cleveland-Carlisle plan would perhaps 
hare the effect of lowering the market 
price of government bonds by putting 
an end to the demand for them as 
guarantees for national bank circulation, 
they made haste to shelve it. Colonel 
Bill Springer called his bankers’ com- 
mittee together, withdrew the Cleve- 
land-Carlisle plan aud substituted for it 
a series of incoherent and worthless 
amendments to the present law. All 
this was done with the consent of Mr. 
Carlisle while Mr. Clevéland was troll- 
ing for ducks and didappers in the Caro- 
lina marshes and assuring the aston- 
ished populace of Georgetown that 
southern hospitality, including sideboard 
and pantry, is the basis of our institu- 
tions. 

The substitute bill was introduced into 
the house just as soon as the bankers’ 
committeé, presided over by Springer, 
heard that the Cleveland-Carlisle bill 
wasn’t satisfactory to its Wall street 
josses. 
ful haste to pacify Wall street, the syn- 
dicate of usurers promulgated its dissat- 
isfaction, and its organs, led by The 
New York Times, are making severe at- 
tacks on Mr. Carlisle, calling on him to 
resign and predicting his resignation.

The east- 
ern banks have not paid into the treas- 
ury a single dollar of gold for the bonds. 
Every dollar of the hundred and odd 
millions that has been paid into the 
treasury for bonds has been or will be 
paid in legal tenders. The Wall street 
usurers have deposited gold in the treas- 
ury 48 a guarantee that they would take 
the bonds, but as soon as the transaction 
was complete they have hastened to 
draw our the gold again with legal ten- 
ders. 

We say, therefore, that when these 
Wail street usurers begin to pout and 
sulk,*aind complain that Mr. Carlisle

and the profits they expected to make on

' lie, Nobody cares whether they make 
or lose by buying bonds for. greenbacks, 
Nobody cares whether they make a dol- 
lar or lose a million.

Where a Smile Is a Crime. 


In New York, according t6 The World, 
the city hires men. to smile at women 
on the street, ‘with Instructions to ar- 
rest them when ‘they smile» back. ; 

The other day Miss Hannab Rosen- 
thal met Officer Gill, who suddenly 
smiled in a very winsome manner. Not 
to be outdone, Miss Rosenthal returned 
the smile, whereupon the policeman ar- 
rested her and made a case. 

At the trial Roundsman Cary testified 
that he would feel justified in arresting 
& woman on any street in the city if she 
smiled at him. Other policemen testi- 
fied that they regarded such conduct on 
the part of a woman as evidence of a 
depraved purpose. 

Unfortunately, for the officers, it was 
proved that the men making such ar- 
rests provoked the offense which they - 
then sought to have punished. They 
first made advances to young women. 
and then arrested them for answering a 
smile with a smile. 

Clearly, this is oppressive and absurd. 
Thousands of women on the streets of 
New York are in the habit of smiling 
when some pleasant thought, or amusing 
sight or the glimpse of a friendly face 
prompts it. To arrest them under such 
circumstances is simply a stupid out- 
rage. 

It should, be the policy of ‘the law to 
encourage smiling faces instead of plac- 
ing them under the ban. New York 
will be a dreary city when all Of its 
women are forced in self-defense to 
walk along with a stony stare and 
frowning brows and a vinegary aspect. 


Outside Views of Our Race Problem 

The Rev. A. F.-Beard, D.D., of New 
York, corresponding secretary of the 
American Missionary Association, who 
has recently traveled tnrough the south, 
gives the following summary of the sit- 
uation, as he understands it: 

There are three. classes of white people 
in the south. The first class look upon the 
negro as a fairiy good citizen, but still its 
members refuge to accept him as their po- 
litical and s@cial equal. The second class 
would like to see the negroes kept apart 
from the ‘whites. They hate to see their 
colore? brother advancing in civilization 
and think he should be kept in slavery. 

The remainder of the whites are known 
as the lawless class, who want to wipe out 
the blacks entirely. It is to this class that 
the cause of so many lynchings is due. 
The feeling against the negro is so intense 
that it becomes dangerous for even a mis- 
sionary to try and-help the blacks. 

The race question will never be settled 
until the whites agree to educate the blacks 
and acknowledge them as their equals. 
The last annual report of the association 
shows that $11,000,000 has been spent on 
the negro of the south. We send $1,000 daily 
to the south, where we have from twelve to 
fifteen normal schools to prepare teachers. 

We do not know of any locality in the 
south where it is dangerous for a mission- 
ary to help the blacks. Dr. Beard shows 
his unfortunate bias when he says that 
the race question will never be settled 
until the whites agree to educate the 
blacks and acknowledge them as their 
equals. The whites of the south are 
taxed to the utmost practicable limit. 

the education of the negroes, and it 
would be unreasonable to expect them 
to do more. The sugestion that we 
should recognize the negro as our social, . 
as well as our political equals, is too 
wild and visionary to merit serious con- 
sideration. Dr. Beard’s northern neigh- 
bors and churcb people do not treat 
the blacks as their social equals. They 
refuse to live in the same hjock with 
negroes, and give them employment in 
only the most menial positions. How 
can they ask the whites of the south to 
do what they refuse to do themselves?

If his sight 
or his sense returns with the commission 
of the crime his attempts to hide it or to 
escape punishment are at once clumsy and 
childish. Cupidity almost invariably drives 
him to murder. He is ab likely, when in 
this fiendish mood, to take a life for a 
dollar as to take it for a thousand doliars. 
That which drives him to the commission 
of the othcr and most horrible crime, which , 
is frequently followed by ‘murder as well, 
in the face of almost the certainty of a 
speedy retribution, is a savage impulse, 
which is puzzling the minds of the best 
thinkerg of the south. How best to deal

if the mail facilities provided in other 
directions could be obtained. The Herald

Atignta is one of the greatest railroad 
centers, if not the greatest, in the southern 
states. It is the first of southern Cities in 
enterprise and progress, and it bids fair to 
be the first in population at no distant day. 
There is important trade between the re- 
gion of which Atlanta is the center and 
that of which Chicago is the center, and 
this trade is destined to be far more im- 
portant hereafter, and it is reasonable to 
ask the postoffice department to do its 
share toward the promotion of,a commercial 
intercourse which is sure to receive a very 
considerable impetus from the Atlanta ex- 
position. 

The Herald points toits achievement 
in running a special train through to 
Atlanta in time to place on our streets 
its exposition issue on the evening of 
the day it was published. It suggests 
that what private enterprise can do the 
postoffice department can do, and that 
what is justified as u private enterprise 
is not less justified as a department en- 
terprise in view of the resulting benefits 
to the public. 

We agree with our contemporary that 
its enterprise brings home to the peo- 
ple of Atlanta the fact that our city is 
not so very far from Chicago as we 
have been accustomed to think, and. it 
is needless to say that our city will 
heartily join the metropolis of the west 
in an effort to induce the postoffice de- 
partment. to put on-a new fast mail ser- 
vice between the west and the south. 
Our business men and our congressmen 
should unite with the western people in 
this matter and make a strong pull for 
this much-needed improvement. It will 
stimulate the growth, progress and busi- 
ness of both sections. The Herald’s 
special train was the pioncer in the 
movement, and its record shows that 
the transit of the mails between Chicago 
and Atlanta can be reduced to sixteen 
hours.

The Law and Order Society of the city 
of New York has been incorpoated for the 
purpose of inforcing the laws, so far as 
they can be enforced, in regard to the 
social evil, for its abatement and suppres- 
sion. So it would seem that the retention 
of self-confessed blackmailers and perjurers 
on the police force nas not inspired the 
public with confidence as to the future. 


During the proceedings ina case to col- 
lect a bill from C. S. Osborn, a high roller, 
it was developed that he had let $150,000 
slip through his hands in two years. He 
stated that $500 was no unusual sum for 
him to blow in during the evening and 
the sum frequently reached $1,000. From 
keeping horses and carriages and keeping 
his family in splendid style he has come 
down to where he can no longer support his 
family, and where he would loan thousands 
right and left, he is trying to borrow % 
and $10 from those same “‘friends.’’ Such is 
life in large cities. : 


Per order of the last legislature, this 
state will be compelled on and after New 
Year’s to force ail children between the 
ages of eight and sixteen years to receive 
public instruction, providing good and 
sufficient reasons cannot be afforded by 
parents or guardians for the absence of 
their charges from school. A compulsory 
education law has long been on the statute 
books, but no provision for its enforcement 
Was made. The new law presumably rem- 
edies this defect by providing that persons 
responsible for the failure of children 
to comply with it shall be subject to a fine 
eé 5 cents for each offense and that habitual 
truants may be arrested without a warrant 
and taken before a magistrate and sen- 
tenced to a truant school, an orphan asy- 
lum or to,.some other place of restraint. 
Qne-.interestmg clause of the new law 
says that districts omitting to enforce it 
may be punished by being deprived of half 
their school money. Hundreds of special 
officers will be needed to enforce the en- 
actment, and if its provisions are to be 
stsictly carried out, additional school ac- 
cammodations will have to be provided in 
many localities. Educators believe that the 
law is a step in the right direction and 
one which will lead to other steps in the 
w@rection of suppressing the evil of loafing 
and harmful idling of the Empire State 
youth of school age. 


Drs. Hart and Watts, of the Bellevue 
hospital medical staff, have, during the 
past five days, extracted eleven feet of 
lead wire from the right arm of James 
Scanlan, a machinist of No. 279 Avenue A. 

Scanian was working at a wire machine 
at No. 562 East Nineteenth street on De- 
cember 22d, when he heard something snap 
and felt a vislent pain in his arm. The 
pain became so intense that an ambulance 
Wags sent for and Scanlan was brought to 
Bellevue hospital. On examination a small 
puncture was found on the wrist, which, 
on being opened, was found to contain a 
piece of lead wire. 

Drs. Hart and Watts opened the arm 
and found that no less than eleven feet of 
wire were coiled tightly round Scanlan’s 
arm above the elbow. Scanlan is rapidly 
recovering. He was unaware that the wire 
was embedded in his arm until its discov- 
_ery by the doctors. 


A writer in The Mail and Express this 
evening tells of a peculiar. disease, the 
victim of which is seeking expert medical 
treatment here. For want of a better name, 
the malady is called “looking up fright.’’ 
The victim is a man of twenty-two, a 
native rgsident of Pittsburg. His own fam- 
ily physician brought him here after a 
year’s patient, but unsuccessful, effort to 
afford relief. It was the young man’s first 
visit to New York. The moment he lifts 
his eyes from the ground and looks at 
the eaves of a tall building his morbid 
imagination is excited and he feels that he 
is being carried up into the air above the 
reof tops. Just so long as he keeps his 
eyes upraised this sensation continues, and 
the longer he looks the higher his body ap- 
pears to rise. His agony is described as 
pitiable. As soon as he lowers his eyes 
he experiences the sensation of falling 
through space. The singular thing about 
the case is that the patient suffers no ap- 
prehension or distresy as long as he keeps 
his eyes fixed on the ground or directly 
ahead of him and to assist in doing this 
he wears a shade over his eyes. Thus shield- 
ed, he never thinks of his affliction and is 
perfectly cheerful and rational; but no 
sooner is it off than he appears to be un- 
able to resisi the desire to look upward 
notwithstanding tlie consequence which 
he knows is sure to follow. This affliction 
is the very antithesis of “elevation fright’’ 
that feeling of dizziness and dread which 
affects some people when they look from 
a great height.

In caseg where they do not, ’s in 
this instance, collapse during the lifetime 
of the original possessors, those who in- 
herit them are rarely able to preserve 
them, and thus, apparently by force of 
some unknown law, they are redistributed 
and make a part of the common fund of 
society in which every. men has such a 
share as he can acquire by his ailigence 
and intelligence. _— 


Is the Government Asleep. 


From The Farmers’ Voice. | 

What on earth is the government think- 
ing abow.? It has been several weeks since 
it sold $50,000,000 of bonds to get gold, and 
gold has been going out of the country 
ever since, and there are strong suspicions 
that when it is not going out of the coun- 
try the people who bought the gonds are 
drawing it out themselves. Why doesn’t 
the government issue more bonds? This 
issuing of bonds, buying them for gold and 
then the drawing out of the gold by the 
same parties that paid it in, is what may be 
called the endless chain of finance. Just 
so long as this game is kept up the govern- 
ment can get all the gold it wants, pro- 
vided the bond buyers are reasonably ac- 
tive in drawing it out as soon as they pay 
it in. It goes to show that a gold basis 
is solid. It is a little game of shuttle- 
cock between’ the government and the 
bankers. Now the government has 
the gold and now the bankers have it. In 
the meantime millions upon millions of 
bonded debt is being piled up on this same 
$50,000,000 of gold. That the people must 
pay, but they must not interfére with the 
fun of the game. The government should 
print some more bonds right off, for if they 
are not quick the bankers may spend the 
$50,000,000 of gold for something besid?-s 
bonds. Just as long as $50,000,000 of gold 
can be kept circulating between the treas- 
ury and the bond buyers the government 
can keep on printing bonds and getting 
gold. It has now been a long time since 
the Sherman law was repealed and the 
coinage of silver stopped. The purpose of 
that legislation was to end the depression 
of business and keep the government sup- 
plied with gold. A cog seems to have slip- 
ped somewhere, and a patient people would 
like to know about when the good results 
from treading on silver may be expected? 
In the meantime let’ us have more bonds. 
The people are impatient for a chance to 
pay more interest. —

FRANCE AND SILVER 


Mr. Henry Jones Corrects Statements 
About French Firmances. 


Editor Constitution: In an editorial in 
Friday’ss Atlanta Journal appeared this 
statement: “One of the French delegates 
to the last international monetary cor- 
ference said: “The Latin union has, to all 
intents and purposes, been dissolved, and 
my country will soon give the necessary 
year’s notice to the other five members that 
we will withdraw formally.’ ” 

There is probably some mistake about 
this quotation, as there are only five coun- 
tries in all in the Latin union. It was form- 
ed in December, 1865, between France, Bel- 
gium, Italy and Switzerland, and after- 
wards Greece came in. By a resolution 
passed in 188% the union might be dissolved 
at the end of five years upon a year’s no- 
tice, at the conclusion of which each na- 
tion would redeem its silver in the hands of 
the other nations at 15% to 1 or $1.33 an 
ounce in gold. France has something like 
200,000,000 of silver issued by the other na- 
tions of the union, but has never given the 
notice, though she might have done so at 
any time within the last four years. 

The last international conference was held 
in Brussels in November and December, 
i°@. The French delegates were M. Ttrard, 
ex-minister of finance; M. de Liron d’Airo- 
les, director of the administration of coins 
and medals, and M. de Foville, chief of the 
bureau of statistics. M. d’Airoles made no 
remarks, and M de Foville spoke on out- 
side matters. M. Tirard made a declaration 
and two speeches, but no such statement 
as that quoted by The Journal, so far as 
Il can see by reading the official report. 
Speaking -of the disappearance of much of 
the silver coined since 179, he said, (p. 49), 
that it “is compensated in part by the 
great quantity of silver money which has 
entered into the French circulation and into 
the state treasury since the time when 
France formed with four other nations the 
association known as the Latin union.’”’ He 
certainly Wag not opposed to the union, or 
desired to dissolve it. 

The Journal further says that France had 
only $492,000,000 of legal tender silver last 
October, which was a large decrease in 
eleven years, and had also $860,000,000 in 
gold. 

Suppose The Journal’s figures are correct, 
compare them with the report of the 
director of the United States mint for 1893. 
On page 49 he estimates France’s supply of 
full legal tender money to be: Gold, $300,900,- 
0): silver, $450,000,000. On page’5l he quotes 
M de Foville as saying that France has a 
stock of full legal tender silver which may 
indeed slightly exceed two milliards of 
francs, but which cannot reach two and a 
quarter milliards, still less two and a half, 
and Director Preston adds: “The amount of 
full legal tender silver credited to France in 
the table is the maximum which M. de 
Foville would concede to be even pessible.”’ 
Comparing. September, 1893, when France 
was given nearly half a milliard more legal 
tender silver then her chief statistician 
claimed, with October, 18%, it is shown 
that in the meantime France increased her 
gold by $60,000,000, and her silver by $42,000,- 
0). This certainly is no increase: of gold 
at the expense of silver. 

“There has been,” says The Journal, “a 
steady retirement of 5-franc silver pieces 
from circulation.” As these coins are the 
only full legal tender silver in France, it is 
singular that they should be withdrawn 
from circulation at the same time the num- 
ber of them in stock is increasing, and if 
they are being hoarded it is a remarkable 
rappening to what The Journal considers 
irferior and dishonest money. 

Finally The Jougpal says: ‘The silver 
which France has im circulation is main- 
tained on a parity with gold, as ours is, 
by the credit of the government.” Parity 
is maintained in France by strict -adher- 
ence to a policy directly opposite to our 
own, the policy of treating the two metals 
precisely alike in the payment of dehts, by 
exercising that option of payment instead 
of inviting the creditor every time to de- 
mand gold and as often giving it to him.

“This stability in the rate of discount 
is not new in France, and yet France has | 
passed through many’ difficulties, and 
through many crises, political, economic, 
financial and agricultural. .In virtue of the 
stock of silver which the Bank of France 
has in its treastry, it has been able to 
accept for discount all the good paper pre- 
sented to it. It has had no necessity to 
resort to an incPease in the rate of discount 
to protect its gold reserve and this fixity 
has not been without the most salutary ac- 
tlon upon our commerce, especially for long- 
time transactions. * * * * What the 
Bank of France does is to place a barrier 
to the speculations of dealers in silver who 
think less of the interest of their country 
‘than of their personal profit. The Bank of 
France defends it; it does not permit itself 
to be stripped of the stock of gold which 
is its wealth and which is an element of 
security for France; far from blaming it, 
I consider that in so doing it fulfills its 
duty.’’ 

This extract from M. Tirerd’s§ speech 
clearly the policy of France in re- 
spect to its d reserve. He admits to be 
true the charge of Mr. Van den Berg that 
there is no certainty that paper drawn on 
Paris will be paid in gold and he has no 
apologies to make fer the policy. By treat- 
ing silver, as well as golad;es money of final 
payment and paying cui either in its dis- 
cretion, the Bank Of France maintains its 
gold reserve. Had the Harrison adminis- 
tration and the Cleveland administration 
pursued a like policy our gold reserve would 
have remained intact and our bonded in- 
cebtedness would now be $100,000,000 less 
than it really is, and our annual interest 
charge $5,000,000 less. Under our present 
policy, -~however, we are likely to issue 
$20,000,000 or $200,000,000 more bonds before 
the erd of che Cleveland administration. 

The position of France is well understood, 
She is a emall, cérpact country with a 
practically stationary population. She has 
more legal tender gold and silver money 
per capita thin any other country and 
also a larger stock of such money than any 
other country. The United States have an 
ever-increasing population and need more 
primary money constantly. Our populetion 
cn June 1, 7899, by the census was 62,622,250. 
On December 1, 189, it was estimated by 
the treasury department to be 69,010,000. 
The population of France is only 38,000,000, 
and fixed. It is impossible for us to be 
ecntent as is France with the present vol- 
ume of money. Instead of an increase 
there is with us a decrease. On February 
i, 1894, there was outside the treasury $1,- 
728,783,511, or $25.66 per capita; on December 
1, 184, this sum was reduced to $1,637,226,45], 
or $23.72 per capita. Ve follow France 
neither in our use of silver nor in amount 
of circulation in gross or per capita. We 
would be in a much better condition finan- 
clally if we did. 

It is true that France coins no legal ten- 
der silver. It is equally true that she coins 
very little gold. In the ten years from 
1883 to 1892, inclusive, her average yearly 
gold coinage was only a little over $2,000,- 
000, and in four of the years togethe? the 
total gold coinage was less than $163,090, 
In the same ten years the United States 
coined over $270,000,000 in gold. France 
draws golad-from other countries; this gov- 
ernment coins gold-for other countries. As 
M. Terard said in the speech quoted: “As 
a matter of fact, France is still bimetaliist.” 
It is a great pity that as much cannot be 
said for the United States.

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The exposition board hopes to get all of 
the state press associations to the exposi- 
tion during the month of October. | 

At the meeting of the board Saturday 
afternoon the matter was brought up for 
action and a resolution was passed invit- 
ing each of the state press associations to 
visit the exposition during the month of Oc- 
tober. It is the purpose of the exposition 
management to set apart days for these as- 
sociations and to give the editors and their 
families special attention should they come. 

At the same meeting Mr. Jack J. Spald- 
ing, who, some months ago, was designated 
to present the matter of state exhibits to 
the various legislatures of the south, spoke 


of the importance of an Alabama exhibit 
at our exposition, and he was instructed to 
go to Alabama and work for an appropria- 
tion from the legislature for a state ex- 
hibit. 

Tomorrow the bids for the government 
building will be unsealed in the treasury 
department at Washington, and the con- 
tract awarded to the most satisfactory bid- 
der. A number of bids have gone from At- 
lanta, and it would not be a surprising 
thing if the contract was given to an Atlan- 
ta firm. 

Mr. Edmund A. Felder has opened an ex- 
position office in the Rookery, in Chicago, 
and will remain there for several weeks in 
the interest of the exposition. From his 
office he distributed fifteen thousand copies 
of the exposition edition of The Herald Sat- 
urday, sending them to addresses prepared 
before he left Atlanta. Chicago is showing 
a wonderful amount of interest in the expo- 
sition and it will be better represented than 
any city in America. 

A Strong Editorial. 

These strong words, concerning our expo- 
sition appear in an editorial in The Chicago 
Herald of Saturday: 

“About seven pages of this issue of The 
Herald are devoted to the Cotton States 
and International exposition, which will 
open at Atlanta, Ga., September 18th and 
clese December 31, 1895. All Americans, in 
the northern as well as the southern states, 
who are interested in the progress of their 
country, and especially of its southern half 
under the new conditions resulting from the 
civil war, will find these pages highly enter- 
taining and instructive. 

“The exposition is an Atlanta idea. At- 
lanta is often called the Chicago of the 
south, and the audacity it has shown in 
projecting such an enterprise at this time, 
and the breadth and energy it has displayed 
in planning and pushing the project, as- 
Suredly entitle it t6 that appellation. It 
was audacious to project such a thing to 
occur only two years after the great ex- 
position in this city, and it was even more 
audacious, perhaps, to project it at a time 
When the whole country was down deep in 
the depression following the panic of last 
year. It required rare courage and fore- 
sight to launch an enterprise of this kind 
and upon so large a scale at such a time. 
And it has required no less rare activity 
and force to carry the enterprise forward 
so far toward assured success, 

“Of course no attempt is made to rival 
the Columbian exposition in magnitude and 
spiendor. No such attempt is likely to be 
made anywhere for a quarter of a century 
at least. But the Atlanta display bids fair 
to be even more satisfying and profitable 
to the average visitor because it will be less 
overpowering in its magnitude and bewil- 
dering in its infinite variety than was the 
Chicago display of last year. 

“While the Atlanta exposition will not ap- 
proach the Columbiaft;it bids fair to sur- 
pass any other that has been held in this 
country, the centennial not excepted, There 
will be no less than ten main buildings, 
with ground areas ranging from 17.600 to 
79,920 square feet, including a United States 
government building with a ground area 
of 46,800 square feet: Besides these there 
will be not a few buildings erected by states, 
fpreign countries and concessionaires. 

“There will be exhibits not only from the 
states and territories of the union, north- 
ern as well as southern, but from many of 
the South American republics, and probably 
from most of the countries of Europe. The 
i89 acres within the exposition inclosure 
will be none too many, judging from pres- 
ent indications, for the convenient accom- 
medation of all the exhibits and the crowds 
from the northern as well as the southern 
states which will improve the occasion to 
see ‘the new south,’ its most progressive 
city and the varied attractions of the expo- 
sition. 

“It is understood, of course, that the peo- 
ple of the southern states will take special 
interest in this enterprise, and that south: 
ern exhibits will predominate. But for that 
very reason the exposition ought to be, and 
probably will be, the more attractive to the 
people of the northern states. It will be 
greatly to their advantage to know more of 
southern products and resources, and of 
their southern fellow citizens. When they 
can gain very desirable knowledge and at 
the same time gratify a natural desire to 
look upon the scenes of some of the most 
important battles of the civil war—at Nash. 
ville, Chattanooga and other points, as’ well 
as at Atlanta—and that during the most fa- 
vyorable seasor of the year, it is a reasona- 
ble expectation that hundreds of thousands 
of them will ‘move on’ Atlanta next year

Cotton Mills in the South. 
From The Baltimore News. 

The south is entering upon a genuine 
business revival... Its resources, so long 
neglected, are attracting the attention of 
the investment world and industries of 
every description are being established. 

But it is in cotton manufacture that this 
section excels. The success of the cotton 
mills of the south during the past ten 
years has demonstrated ‘that the east can- 
not compete: with it in the manufacture of 
cotton. For more than half a century the 
New England states have enjoyed a mo- 
nopoly 6f the cdtton goods trade. The es- 
tablishment of a new cotton mill in the 
south only provoked smiles from the gen- 
tlemen who had their money invested in 
the industry in the east. And why should 
they worry? They had seen mill after mili 
start in this section only to be abandoned 
after a short and losing career. 

But there were other plants that were 
more successful, and their owners, believ- 
ing firmly that the south was rightfully 
the field for making cotton goods, contin- 
ued in the business. They dispatched rep- 
resentatives to the markets of the country 
with samples of their goods. Even New 
England was invaded. Buyers looked with 
favor upon the ‘mew fabrics and orders 
were booked. This was really the begin- 
ning of the competition between the south 
and the New England states for the trade 
in this line. The New England mill own- 
ers reduced prices, which were promptly 
met by southern competitors. New milis 


were established in the south and the 
fight became warmer. 
Gradually the southern made goods be- 


gan to supplant the eastern manufactured 
articles in the markets of the country. Then 
it began to dawn upon the New England- 
ers that the southern mills, with the raw 
material at their doors, cheap labor and 
living, were more than a match for them, 
and. they accordingly set about to recover 
their lost business. They could not ac- 
complish this and continue their plants in 
the east, and their better judgment told 
them to remove their concerns south. This 
they are doing as rapidly as they can find 
suitable locations. It is estimated that 
during the next twelve months at least 
$12,000,000 new capital will be invested in 
southern cotton mills.
